STATES DESIGNATED/ELECTED OFFICE, the undersigned hereby declares as follows. 

Being hereby warned that any false statements and the like herein are punishable 
by fine or imprisonment (18 U.S.C. 1001) and may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issuing thereon, the undersigned hereby declares that all 
statements herein are made of the declarants own knowledge and are true, and any 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true. 
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Myname is Ronald Craig Fish. I am a registered patent attorney, and I wrote the 
- patent application identified above. Inventor Amir Fuhrmann was formerly employed by 
the assignee of the above entitled patent application as an engineer. On 3/27/98, after a 
heated argument with the president of the assignee, Mr. Fuhrmann was involuntarily 
terminated. A separation agreement was drafted to aid him in his transition to new 
employment, but he refused to sign it. 

On 12/23/98, I filed the national stage application that became the above 
entitled patent application. A Declaration for Patent Application was drafted which, on 
or about December 17, 1998, was sent to Mr. Fuhrmann at his last known address of 
444 Saratoga Avenue, #15G, Santa Clara, California 95050 with a request for him to 
sign it and send it back to the undersigned.
